From the staiidpoi/t of anmtercsted reporter 
there seems to be no one to blame for the environ- 
mental disaster happening in the 34 -acre Fairfield 
Marsh in Round Lake Heights. 

But something has definitely gone horribly 
wrong. 

The marsh, undeniably popular with the birds, 
fish, frogs, turtles, butterflies, sand hill cranes, great 
blue herons and other wild species, is equally 
appealing to the people who have lived next to it for 
somanyyears. 

"It was such a tremendous beautiful sight," 

said Jo Garrett, an eighteen year-long neighbor to 

the marsh located near the corner of Fairfield and 

Rollins Road. 

': "It is with sadness and astonishment that I 

have watched it drain. I can't tell you how many 

birds and aquatic species live in there." 

Now Garrett, like so many omer nature lovers, 
can only hope and pray that the wetland will restore 

Itself to its original beauty. 

When the marsh started draining and why are 

debatable issues. Garrett says it was in late July. 

Lake County Stormwater Management 

Commission (SMC) Chief Engineer Michael 
Warner believes tho marsh began to drain on the 

weekend of August 9. 

"It was probably caused .by. \yatpr!. pressure 
building up and forcing the drain tie open," said 
Warner. 

Although there has been speculation by some 



residents that the drain was deliberately opened, 
that has not been proven. 

Since the marsh started draining it has lost an 
estimated 20 million or more gallons of water. 

On August 12, Round Lake Heights Mayor 
Terry Lumpkins and Ills village engineer Pat Bleck 
first notified SMC of the disaster. 

On August 15, SMC attempted to block the 
flow in the drain tile but was unsuccessful. 

Three days later, on August 18, SMC met with 
the Army Corp of Engineers, since the marsh is an

SMC spent $4,000 hiring Hey and Associates to 
plug iip the drain and men hosted an information- 
al meeting at the Lake Villa Township Hall for the

many people came. We had 35-40 individuals who 
live up and down Fairfield Road and Chesapeake 
Trails attend. SMC told us they, did an emergency 
plug by putting a piece of plywood in the right 
place," 

Garrett also said that SMC discussed putting in 
a mechanical device called an adjustable outflow 
regulator to keep themarsh at a certain level. 

According to. Garrett, however, die consensus 

was to come up with a more natural system to reg- 
ulate the marsh— one that depends on Mother 
Nature and not a mechanical device controlled by 

people. . 

Garrett stressed mat SMC did not cause the 

problem. 

"SMC had nothing to do with 
it. The only thing we are ques- 



"I did get a little emotional," said Schmidt 
"When I heard mere was a leak and saw the wetland 
draining for no apparent reason I started crying. 

"1 tried to buy that land for the forest preserve 
for seven years. Seeing it drain was like the death of 
some tlii n g for me. I just want to get it back to its nat- 
ural state, but it's on private land 
and 1 can't use. public funds on

s every gardener knows, after the blos- 
som comes the fruit. Arid in the case 
of squasK, sometimes the fruit comes 
so fast and furious' that even 'the; 
industrious cook can be hard-pri 
to use it all. 
So today we look at different ways to cook 
squash, including a few ways that many peo- 
ple might not ordinarily consider. 

Sure, most cooks know about Squash 
Casserole and Zucchini Bre 

„ . ways to cook squash. But what 
about a sweet squash pie? 

Some of my favorite squash recipes come 
from one of my favorite vegetable cookbooks, 
Vegetables Every Day by Jack Bishop 
(HarperCollins, 2001). Cheese lovers will love 
Bishop's Parmesan-Crusted Zucchini. Though 
he cooks the zucchini for what seems like for- 
ever, his technique allows the cheese and 
squash to practically fuse together for a crisp 
and delicious side dish. 

Like Bishop, I also like slow-cooking 
squash, as in his recipe for Pattypan Squash 
with> Onion and Parsley. Though Bishop uses 
olive oil and cooks the squash uncovered, I 
more often* use butter, toss uncovered for a 
minute or two over medium-high heat, then 
reduce the heat to low and cook the squash 
covered until tender,. 15-20 minutes. Then I 
give it one last blast of medium-high heat with 
the lidpffto concentrate the cooking juices. 

The result is a highly flavored dish mat 
lends itself to any kind of squash. It also can be 
adapted to add a bit of garlic, or use herbs such 
as basil, thyme, or dill. 



Finally, lots of people make a quick bread 
/ith grated zucchini. Most of these breads, 
though, are sweet, using spices such as cinna- 
mon and nuts such as walnuts. 

From Good Housekeeping Great Baking 
(Hearst Books, 2003) comes a savory squash 
bread, Zucchini Cheese Loaf, with green 
onions and a combination of Cheddar and 
Parmesan, as well as -a peppery bite from 
freshly ground black pepper. 

Freshness is unlikely to be a problem 
when. using squash that's homegrown or 
bought at a farmers' market. Still,~always look 
for squash that is firm and unblemished. 
Wrinkled skin and a rubbery feel indicate 
older squash and should be avoided. 

Connoisseurs tend to prefer smaller 
squash, not only because they think it has a 
better flavor but also because it usually has 
less seeds. Larger squash can taste bitter. Also, 
squash are 95 percent water, so bigger squash 
naturally tend to just have a lot more water. 

Many squash recipes call for boiling or 
steaming, and squash is certainly well-used in 
soups. But because of that high water content, 
many cooks prefer dry methods of sauteing, 
broiling or grilling to bring out the best taste, 
essentially evaporating the water and concen- 
trating the flavor. People obsessed with getting 
rid of the water in squash have been known to 
salt it and let the water drain off in a colander 
for an hour before cooking. In general, that's 
unnecessary. 

One thing that is necessary with squash is 
washing. They are great at retaining bits of dirt 
from the field or gard

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Seventy-seven thousand Illinois horse 
owners are eligible to take part in a referen- 
dum vote on Oct. 7 that could prove beneficial 
for the 200,000 horses in the state. 

The vote is on House Bill 1121 signed by 
Governor Rod Blagojevich. The bill allows 
horse owners to finance equine research and 
education programs, and to continue thera- 
peutic assistance programs, with funds gener- 
ated from a feed check-off program. 

The. bill calls for a referendum vote by 
horse owners to voluntarily contribute a nick- 
el per 50-pound bag of commercial feed. 

The authorization vote is scheduled for 
Tuesday, Oct. 7, from 8 a.m.-4:30 p.m. at the 
University of Illinois Lake County Office at the 
intersection of routes 120 and 45 in Grayslake. 

"I can't imagine why anyone would be 
against it," said Marianne Guy, owner of- 
Gingerwood Farms in Antioch. "The money 
collected will be used for research and five 
cents does not sound like a lot of money. Even 
if you're a big user and buy a ton of feed it's 

only $2." 

Guy said she used to raise quarter horses 
for a living but now only owns four horses. 

"We need to get the word out about this 
referendum,'' Guy said. "Vye need more 
research and this is a painless way to do it" 

Round Lake Park Building Commissioner 
Larry Scott is also a big time horse lover and 
owns eight of his own. 

. "I think it's a good idea," said Scott. 
"Whatever we can do to help the horses is 



great." 

Known as die Illinois Equine Research 
and Promotion Act, the new legislation 
requires tfie University of Illinois Extension to 
conduct this referendum among equine own- 
ers on the collection and use of the voluntary 

assessment. 

The referendum must be conducted with- 
in 90 days of the effective date of the legisla- 
tion, July 10. 

. If the referendum passes, the Horsemen's 
Council of. Illinois (HCI) will create and 
appoint members to the Illinois Equine 
Research and Promotion Board. 

This board will determine the use of funds, 
estimated to be up to $400,000 a year, accord- 
ing to Kevin Kline, of the University of Illinois. 

"This check-off program uses/no state 
resources, requires no state funding and is not 
a tax," said Frank Bowman, who serves as HCI 
president. "Rather, it's a structure that. will 
enable the horse industry, in a volunteer man- 
ner, to self-fund the programs." 

"A provision of die legislation is that horse 

owners who buy feed, but do not wish to con- 
tribute, may request and obtain a refund of 
their money," said Kay Doll, Unit Leader for 
the University of Illinois Extension. 

Absentee voting started on Sept. 22 and 
continues through Oct. 4. 

Prospective voters are required to provide 
proof of horse ownership or leasehold status 
through one of five documents. 

There is no age limit as long as any of these 
requirements are met.

own town revitalization has been a topic of public 
discourse ever since shopping centers and big box 
stores either eroded or knocked put traditional main 

_ street retailing. 

In the Lakeland area, revitalization efforts have taken many 
forms ranging from signal success to frustrating disappoint- 
ment. A subset of retail resuscitation is the creation of down- 
town where a downtown never existed. Examples of this exist 
in our midst with efforts to fashion a downtown "atmosphere" 
like Gurnee and Buffalo Grove are undertaking. Multi-million 
dollar investment is being made in Lincolnshire for North and 
South Village Green where shops are mixed with public gath- 
ering places. 

Among the notable retail revivals is reestablished historic 
Milwaukee Ave. in Libertyville where the nationally acclaimei 
MainStreet movement has been a driving force for revitaliza- 
tion. Another revival format is municipal investment like 
Grayslake's more than $3 million budget for street repaving, 
new sidewalks, antique benches, streetlights and landscaping. 
All the expenditures are designed to present an inviting envi- 
ronment for shoppers. Lake Zurich officials are among leaders 
who appreciate the importance of maintaining a thriving 
downtown. They are pushing a revitalization program tied to 
their lakefront. Antioch had an injection of interest and 
recommitment to downtown in a battle over approval of a 
Wal-Mart on the outskirts of the community. Main St. advo- 
cates lost but their resolve to thrive has stiffened. 

One downtown revival in Lake County occurred when the 
welcome mat was extended to Mexican-American entrepre- . 
neurs. Spurred by immigration, die historic downtown of the. 
Village of Round Lake is bustling again with stores open seven- 
days-a-week. Parking spaces are filled, there is foot traffic all 
day long and lights are on at night. Only a few years ago vacant 
stores marked the business thoroughfare. Demographic shifts 
ignited the Round Lake business picture in a dramatic way. 

Think of it. With the global focus in the business world 
today, the potential for variety is endless. The downtown hub 
can feature Thai, Indian, Cuban and Middle East cuisine, shop 
keepers from Asia, the Russian shoe repairman and Baltic 
nation natives offering hand-made curios. 

Diversity could be the key to sparking downtown economic 
vitality. We've noticed multi-cultural ventures finding success 
in shopping centers and strip malls. Why not traditional 
downtowns? Diversity could be the way back for main street. 
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here is an air of puzzlement concerning why the inter- 
est in development of suburban, convention and meet- 
ing facilities has largely bypassedLake County. Could, 
be that a reluctance on the part of investors to "duke it 
out" with the Chicago convention business colossus is an 
underlying reason. 

That same risk aversion doesn't seem to exist in other 
suburban areas, particularly Schaumburg, Lombard am 
Naperyille where plans are unfolding for building meeting 
space that will compete with McCormick Place and downtown

the development of a 387,000 square foot convention center. . 

Both Lombard and Naperville have meeting facilities going up 

that will be incorporated with hotels in the 500-room range. 

One of the driving forces behind suburban convention 

development is that costs are much lower. Room rates are 

less and parking costs aren't a factor. Set-up costs that 

approach extortion in Chicago are cheap by comparison in the 

suburbs, Chicago convention coordinators counter that 

attendees are willing to pay more to be nearer the city bright 

lights. Without question," downtown Chicago still is a big 
attraction for visitors. 

Lake County holds its'own for corporate meetings and 
smaller gatherings where large numbers of hotel rooms aren't 
a factor. The Lake County Convention.and Tourism Bureau 
largely has focused on pleasure travel ratlieTthan-businessfor 
obvious reasons, We Vcgot an imposing array of tourisTaltrac- 
tions, but no convention facilities. "

Another thing that I find happens to a lot 
of the kids I work with, is that once that eye 
and ear are open and die full information 
comes at them, tiiey get overloaded and shut 
down, so in essence they are still not absorb- 
ing the full information. I call this "Deer in the 
headlights syndrome." They freeze when too 
much comes at them at once because simply, 
they are not used to it and they need to be 
made used to it. Another good comparison 
would be a person who (hopefully no one 
ever has mis happen) is in a closet for a long 
time and gets used to the darkness and men 
suddenly they are taken out and exposed to' 



^'am saying is that even though you 
night be seeing the medication controlling 
. some symptoms, the habits that were formed 
around die limitations still exist and will exist 
until they are taken on and trained the right 
way. Those habits can be behavioral, in die 

case of kids who have gotten so frustrated 
over not getting anywhere and they start to 
act out. The habits can be emotional, in the 
. case of kids who become so frustrated and 
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turn it inward or become depressed or anx- 



ious. The habits can be very destructive, as in 
die case of the kid who is tired of "banging his 
head on die wall" and getting no where. He 
gives up and just sits there and goes nowhere 
and becomes apathetic. The bottom line is 
always the same, whether parents have cho- 
sen to medicate or not, die habits must be 
changed in order to make the child whole and 
make die educational experience one of suc- 
cess and not pain and failure. We have 
changed the habits over and over again! 

Additionally, all parents I have met wno 
have done nothing but medicate all share 
another thing in common, and that is the hav- 
ing to catch the child up for all of the missed 
material. We're usually talking about years 
and years of missed material. No wonder 
these parents and kids are so frustrated. Some 
parents go with tutoring to do this. Now, 
while tutoring is not a bad tiling and I have 
recommended it many times, it is too soon at 
this stage to do tutoring. When a child has just 
begun absorbing everything, their basic pro- 
cessing skills need to be improved before any- 
tiling academic is .trained. Processing skills 
are things like multi-tasking; auditory 

memory (the ability to remember verbal 
directions), processing speed, visual mem- 
ory. These are things/that tutoring does not 
train. Once the basic skills are better, tutor- 
ing is fantastic. 

There are two steps to making attention 
right Not one. The parent's choice to med- 
icate or not and men the training of the 
missed and lost skills. No one is going to get 
smarter or get an edge on education from 
only taking medication. I have never seen that 
happen.Working those skills and making 
them where they should be and giving die 
child die confidence through that training. 
That is what truly creates the forward move- 
ment and die independence of learning and 
die love of learning. When it isn't scary any- 
more and it isn't intimidating to the child and 
tiiey know they can take on new, hard things,
